V.I. (AP) — A posse of special- 
ly trained FBI agents scoured 
rugged hill country today for 
the slayers of eight Americans 
gunned down in the holdup of a 
golf resort. 


Using a helicopter and other 


aircraft as spotters, about 150 
federal agents, police and fed- 
eral marshals were involved in 
the search in an area laden 
with thick underbrush. 


The posse concentrated its ef- 


forts adjacent to the luxury 
Fountain Valley Golf Course 
owned by the Rockefeller fami- 
ly 15 miles southeast of Chris- 
tiansted. 


Atty. Gen. Ronald H. Tonkin 


of the Virgin Islands said 
Thursday night investigators 
still had not identified the at- 
tackers. 


"But we believe there are be- 


tween five and seven of them 
and we're pretty sure they fled 
into those hills and are still 
there," he said. "We'll get 
them." 


Four of the victims shot to 


death in the holdup Wednesday 
were identified by an Eastern 
Air Lines spokesman in Miami 
as Mr. and Mrs. Richard W.

Israeli jets attack 
Arab guerrilla bases

Israeli air force planes struck 


at 10 Arab guerrilla bases deep 
inside Syria and Lebanon to- 
day, a few hours after Israel 
promised retaliation for the 
Munich massacre. 


The Israeli Jets bombed and 


, strafed guerrilla bases and 
headquarters, striking within 
four miles of the Syrian capital 
of Damascus and far into the 
north of Lebanon above the 
port of Tripoli, the military 
command announced. 


The raids were the deepest 


air strikes by Israel inside Syr- 
ia since the 1967 Mideast war, 
and the deepest ever into Leba- 
non. 


All the Israeli planes re- 


turned safely to base, a com- 
mand spokesman said. Sources 
in Beirut reported the Israeli 
planes bombed and strafed two 
villages on the Lebanese-Syrian 
border, Deir Al Achaya and 
Yanta. The villages were last 
hit by the Israelis in July in re- 
taliation for the Lod airport 
massacre and Palestinian raids 
into Israel. 


There was no immediate con- 


firmation from the Lebanese 
government. 


The two villages, near the 


Beirut-Damascus highway, are 
believed to be guerrilla supply 
points for a road that leads 
through southern Syria to guer- 
rilla bases on the Lebanese-Is- 
raeli border. 


An 
Israeli 
government 


spokesman said the planes 
hammered seven bases and 
guerrilla headquarters in Syria 
and three in Lebanon. 


Among the Lebanese targets 


was Nahar El Bared, a refugee 
camp 75 miles north of Beirut, 
near the oil port city of Tripoli, 
Reports from Lebanon said 
there were believed to be many 
casualties at that camp. 


Residents of Tripoli, Leba- 


non's second-largest city, said 
'the planes flew over it but that 


they heard no explosions) 


The Israeli military com- 


mand gave no estimate of Arab 
casualties, and did not specify 
whether the air raids were ven- 
geance attacks for the Arab 
terrorist killing of 11 Israeli 
sportsmen at the Olympic 
Games. 


There also was no word on 


whether the raids were repris- 
als for small clashes along Is- 
rael's northern frontiers in the 


past two days, or were part of 
a large-scale assault to carry 
out Israel's determination to 
liquidate the Arab guerrilla 
movements. 


The Syrian government has 


put its armed forces on max- 
imum alert and canceled all 
leaves, fearing an Israeli at- 
tack in retaliation for the kill- 
ings in Munich, travelers arriv-

Israel, on paper, 
lacking in money, 
manpower, defense 


LONDON (AP) — Soviet mili- 


tary influence in the Middle 
East remains strong despite the 
withdrawing of most of the 20,- 
000-man Soviet contingent from 
Egypt, an authoritative re- 
search center reported today. 


The International Institute for 


Strategic 
Studies 
estimated 


there are still about 1,000 Soviet 
military instructors and ad- 
visers in Algeria, at least 1,200 
in Iraq, up to 2,000 in Syria and 
up to 1,000 in the two Yemens. 


This does not include the pool 


of instructors, technicians and 
specialists unaffected by Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat's 
expulsion order. 


The institute acknowledged 


that the departure of large 
numbers of Soviet pilots and 
rocket specialists not only 
weakened Egypt's air defenses 
and the Soviet position in the 
Eastern Mediterranean but also 
transformed the over-all strate- 
gic situation in the Middle 
East. It suggested some of 
those who had to quit Egypt 
may have been moved to Iraq, 
with which Moscow entered a 
15-year defense alliance last 
April. 


The report on the Middle 


East was part of the institute's 
annual survey of the military 
scene around the world. 


It showed that Israel, despite 


its Arab neighbors' recognised 
inability to defeat it in battle, is 
on paper at a huge dis- 
advantage in manpower, money 
and air defenses. 


Israel's defense budget is 


$1.24 
million. The budgets of 


Egypt, Iraq, Jordan, Lebanon 
and Syria total $2.75 million. 


Israel has 432 combat air- 


craft; those of its neighbors to- 
tal 1,235, with Egypt having 78B, 


The Israeli have 25,000 regu- 


lar troops and 52,000 conscripts 
and can mobilise 300,000 re- 
serves within 72 hours. The mil- 
itary manpower of its neigh- 
bors amount together to 622,000 
men. 


Israel gets most of its mili- 


tary needs from the United 
States on commercial terms, 
through credits and occasion- 
ally by grant. It produces many 
weapons. 


Soviet military aid has been 


freely available for years to 
Egypt, Syria and Iraq as well 
as to other countries in the 
Arab wodd. 


Wholesale prices take big 
hike in 1st year of control 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


government said today whole- 
sale prices rose faster in the 
first year of President Nixon's 
wage-price control than the 
year before and blamed it on 
stepped-up price hikes for farm 
products, some of which are ex- 
empt from controls. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics said a broad range of 
wholesale prices for food, in- 
dustrial raw materials and 
manufactured goods rose an 
average of two-tenths of one 
per cent in August, bringing the 
past year's rise to 4.4 per cent 
since Nixon first imposed eco- 
nomic controls. 


"This compares with a rise of 


4 per cent in the preceding 12- 
month period," it said. "The 
larger advance in the latest 12 
months was due to an accelera- 
tion of prices of raw and proc- 
essed agricultural products." 


Raw farm products are ex- 


empt from the federal price 
controls. 


The report added that by 


comparison, prices of industrial 
goods rose 3 per cent in the 
past year compared with 4.4 
per cent in the previous year 
before price controls. 


The report said that in Au- 


gust, the over-all rise in the 
Wholesale Price Index on ». 
seasonally adjusted basis rose 
8is4caths of one per cent be- 
cause food prices did not fall as 
much as they usually do for 
that month. 


Farm products rose two- 


tenths of one per cent last 
month while processed foods 
and animal feeds declined four- 


tenths of one per cent. 


The August rise brought the 


government's Wholesale Price 
Index up to 119.9 per cent of its 
1967 base of 100. This means it 
cost wholesalers last month 
$119.90 on the average for 
wholesale purchases of food, 
raw materials and manufac- 
tured goods worth $100 five 
years ago. 


The report also said that in 


the past six months the index 
stepped up at a seasonally ad- 
justed annual rate of increase 
of 5.4 per cent. 
< • 


"Prices in the last three 


months of the period rose about 
twice as fast in the first three 
months as a result of the sharp 
rise in prices of farm products 
and processed foods and feeds 
since June," the report said. 
The over-all rise of prices of 
foods and feeds in the past six 
months was at a seasonally ad- 
justed rate of 8.4 per cent. 


The report said prices of 


fruits and vegetables rose 6.9 
per cent in August and were 
19.8 per cent above a year ear- 
lier, grains were up 3.6 per 
cent for the month and 7.5 per 
cent for the year, livestock 
dropped 2.8 per cent in August 
but was up 22.1 per cent for the 
year, egg prices dropped 2.8 
per cent for the month and 
were down 9.8 per cent for the 
year. 


In processed foods, meats, 


poultry and fish dropped 2.6 per 
cent in August and were up 12.4 
per cent for the year, processed 
fruits and vegetables were up 
five-tenths of one per cent for 
the month and 3.4 per cent for 
the year, dairy products were 
up eight-tenths of one per cent 
last month and 2.8 per cent 
above a year ago and cereal 
and bakery products rose 1.5 
per cent in August and 3.5 per 
cent over the year. 


Enrollment figures

selves as they get bigger ... 
and sometimes end up pushing 
products that were out of style 
five years ago," he said. 


To the contrary, the Mafia 


"has a minimum of bureau- 
cracy and a fast reaction to 
changing conditions ... They 
appear always to be growing 
and changing." 


In private business, Tasca 


said, there is "a lot of nepotism 
interaction between top execu- 
tives and employes. He said 
this often leads to decisions 


being made on the basis of 
emotion not performance. 


But in the Mafia, the boss 


does not fraternize with his em- 


ployes just with other 
and his decisions "are much 
more businesslike," he said.

work a stocking stitch. I 
would appreciate some en- 
couragement before I pur- 
chase all the materials.

Dear K. A.—Knitting ahead 


Is smart, and you sound like 
one of those efficient plan- 
ners I admire so much. Knit- 
ting with a circular needle 
is really very easy. "Try it. 
You'll like it!" 


You cast on the required 


number of stitches just as 
you normally do. One thing 
to watch out for is a twisted 
stitch. Keep them straight. 


Now insert the point of the 


needle into the first st. which 
you've cast on, and again 
knit in the ordinary way. 
Your work is joined in a cir- 
cle and you keep going 
round and round, achieving 
the same effect you do when 
you work with four needles. 
The result is the smooth 
fabric which is also called 
Stocking St. Fancy patterns 
and ribbing are also possible, 
working on a circular needle.

MUNICH (AP) — The Inter- 


national Olympic Committee to- 
day banned two U.S. black ath- 
letes from the games for what 
it called a "disgusting" display 
on the victory stand, and the 
head of the American team im- 
mediately asked for a review of 
the decision. 


Clifford Buck, chief of the 


U.S. 
Olympic delegation, re- 


quested the IOC to rescind its 
action. 


Failing that, Buck asked for 


a hearing, with the two athletes 
and representatives of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee attending. 


The IOC executive board 


banned American track stars 
Vince Matthews and Wayne 
Collett, both black, from future 
Olympic competition, including 
the 1,600-meter relay Sunday, 
because of their behavior on the 
field. 


An IOC spokesman said a let- 


ter had been sent to Buck, ex- 
pressing its "displeasure and 
disgust at the demonstration by 
the American athletes" after 
the 400-meter final.

lett finished 1-2 in the 400-meter 
dash, Collett stepped up from 
his tier and joined Matthews on 
the No. 1 perch as the national 
anthem began. They stood side- 
ways, facing away from the 
flag, Matthews with his arms 
folded and Collett with hands 
on hips, chatting occasionally 
as the music played on. 


And when the ceremony end- 


ed, Matthews walked toward 
the stands, twirling the gold 
medal on its chain as the whis- 
tles and boos rolled down upon 
the field. 


Was it a pretest? "No way," 


replied Matthews, the speedster 
from Brooklyn, N.Y., who had 
been clocked in 44.66 seconds to 
the 44.80 by his silver-winning 
teammate from Santa Monica, 
Calif. 


But Collett wasn't as emphat-

national Olympic Committee to- 
day stripped American swim- 
mer Rick DeMont of the gold 
medal he won in the 400*neter 
freestyle and moved Australia's 
Brad Cooper into first place, an 
IOC spokesman announced. 


The IOC rejected an Ameri- 


can appeal that DeMont, of San 
Rafael, Calif., be allowed to 
keep the medal which was tak- 
en from him after a positive 
doping test.

"I'm not telling you what to 


do," said Bateman.

And that little "bleep" will 


get Crawford into hot water 
with the National League front 
office, according to Bateman. 


The catcher says he's report- 


ing the umpire for using abu- 
sive language during Thursday 
night's 2-1 victory over the St. 
Louis Cardinals. 
"I'm reporting his bleep," 


said Bateman, describing the 
alleged fifth-inning incident. 


Bateman said that he ob- 


jected to the plate umpire's call 
on a pitch thrown by Steve 
Carlton. Bateman insisted it 
was a strike, not a ball as 
called by Crawford. 


"I said to him: 'let's go, let's 


go'," said 
Bateman. 
"He 


walked in front of the plate and 
said to me: 'Don't tell me what 
to do.' I said: 'I'm not telling 
you what to do! He then said, 
'Bleep you.'" 


Bateman said he would write 


a letter to National League 
President Chub Feeney about 
the incident. "I've paid fines for 
saying less than that," snapped 


Bateman. 


In the umpire's dressing 


room, Crwaford was "bleep- 
ing" mad. "Bleep him," said 
Crawford. "That's what I told 
him and I'm saying it again. 
That bleeping butcher. He's a 
beggar—begging for strikes."

command reported today that 
its troops abandoned the town 
of Tien Phuoc south of Da 
Nang, but an American general 
near the battlefront said South 
Vietnamese forces still held 
"most of the 
town" 
and 


launched a counterattack. 


Brig. Gen. Harry H. Hies- 


tand, deputy senior adviser in 
the northern 1st Military re- 
gion, said at a forward regi- 
mental headquarters near Tien 
Phuoc that the North Vietnam- 
ese had only captured the dis- 
trict headquarters in the north- 
east corner of Tien Phuoc. 


"The enemy are not going to 


get any further," Hiestand de- 
clared. He said the South Viet- 
namese counterattacked at 3 
p.m. and were in the process of 
retaking the district headquar- 
ters 


The South Vietnamese in Sai- 


gon had announced a few hours 
earlier that Tien Phuoc fell to 
tank-led North Vietnamese 
forces. 


"The 
defenders retreated 


from the town to the east," 
said Lt. Col. Do Viet, a spokes- 
man for the Saigon command. 
He said they linked up with 
hundreds of reinforcements 
that moved into the area on 
foot and by helicopters.

Phuoc, Viet said.

ARKANSAS DAIRYMEN 
LOSE COURT BATTLE 


UTTLE ROCK (AP) - Ar- 


kansas dairy farmers who mar- 
ket their products through the 
Asociated Milk Producers, Inc., 
lost their suit in Chancery 
Court here Thursday. 


The farmers sought to cancel 


their membership and market- 
ing agreements with AMPI, an 
agriculural cooperative associ- 
ation that operates in 14 states. 


Chancellor Murray 0. Reed 


ruled that the agreements were 
enforceable by AMPI. 


The suit was filed March 24 


by 42 Arkansas and two Texas 
farmers seeking a judgment 
that they could back out of the 
agreements so they could mar- 
ket their products through the 
newly organized Southern Milk 
Producers Association. SMPA 
was incorporated in Arkansas 
Feb. 17 by most of the farmers 
who filed the suit.

case showed that the plaintiffs 
had knowledge and were aware 
of the practice of subsidizing of 
prices and sharing of operating 
expenses, without protest or ob- 
jection for more than two 
years.

Nixon: The no-new taxes 
candidate for election 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 


ident Nixon has staked his 
claim as the no-new-taxes can- 
didate as White House aides as- 
serted that Democratic foe 
George McGovern's proposals 
would double individual taxes. 


Through a quartet of spokes- 


men Thursday, Nixon pledged 
he would not seek an increase 
in taxes during a second term. 
But the spokesmen left open 
the possibility that he would 
propose changes in the nation's 
tax structure. 


The President, said White 


House Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler, "will not propose a 
tax increase in or during a sec- 
ond term." 


The President, said domestic 


adviser John Ehrlichman, "will 
not ask for any higher taxes- 
period." 


The President, said House 


Republican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford and Senate Leader Hugh 
Scott, told a White House meet- 
ing of Republican congressmen 
that "there will be no tax in- 
crease proposed by this admin- 
istration." 


The triple dose of Nixon 


views came at a series of White 


House briefings that also in- 
cluded fresh Republican at- 
tacks on McGovern's economic 
proposals. 


Ehrlichman's attack was per- 


haps the sharpest. He said 
McGovern's program would re- 
quire an additional $100 billion 
and "the inevitable result is 
that he is going to double" the 
taxes paid by the individual 
taxpayer. 


McGovern, Ehrlichman 


added, is a man who "doesn't 
understand the first thing about 
the subject" of tax reform and 
government finance. 


While he said it would be pre- 


mature to diyulge,/specific tax, 
revisions now under' adminis- 
tration study, Ehrlichman said 
the White House would like to 
reduce residential 
property 


taxes by 50 per cent or about 
$16 billion. 


He said there are several 


ways of accomplishing this 
goal. One alternative under 
study is a value-added tax—a 
sort of national sales tax. Al- 
though he said he was "not rul- 
ing out any alternative of reve- 
nue production," Ehrlichman 
said the value-added tax ap- 


pears to be "less desirable than t 
some other alternatives." 


One reason, he said, is that- 


some states depend heavily on 
their own sales taxes.

Another alternative to secure 


revenue to cut property taxes 
would be to hold the line on 
government 
spending. 
The 


President believes, Ehrlichman 
reported, that he can "operate 
all necessary federal functions 
without any additional costs."

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — A 


rally against school busing 
planned by a group of state leg- 
islators is off because Gov. 
Winfield Dunn won't attend. 


But a inarch by anti-busers is 


on for Monday when the city 
school board meets under a 
federal judge's order that its 
members tell him immediately 
Now they'll transport 14,000 
pupils. 


State Rep. Bob Hawks, D- 


Memphis, said an anti-busing 
gathering set for Saturday noon 
at Kingsburg High School was 
cancelled because the legisla- 
tors planning it believed it 
would be in vain. 


It is off, said Hawks, "be- 


cause of Gov. Dunn's attitude 
of not being willing to come 


down and discuss an urgent 
problem that directly affects 
20,000 to 25,000 people..." 


Dunn's response in Nashville 


was that the Memphis Demo- 
cratic legislators were engag- 
ing in "hypocrisy." 


He said two lawmakers from 


Memphis are aware of the con- 
stitutional considerations he 
faces. He did not name them. 


However, 
in addition 
to 


Hawks, State Sen. Edgar Gil- 
lock and Rep. Elbert Gill, both 
D-Memphis, have been in the 
forefront of an anti-busing cam- 
paign in Memphis. 


Dunn said for the legislators 


"to use the grief, of parents 
whose children will be bused as 
a political vehicle is the height 
of hypocrisy."

The Black September Pale- 


stinian group said in a broad- 
cast from Cairo Thursday it 
would "deal Germany a heavy 
blow" if the three terrorists are 
not released. 


"We will show the German 


imperialists, who dragged the 
honor of the great German 
people in the mud, what a 
heavy blow we can deal them if 
our comrades are not released 
and the bodies of our dead 
fighters . are not returned to 
us," the broadcast said.

ATTICA, N.Y. (AP) - A 


year ago this afternoon, Lt. 
Richard Delaney went into At- 
tica Correctional Facility's A 
Block yard to break up what he 
thought was a scuffle between 
two inmates, and one of the two 
swung at him.

the first fists in an uprising 
that lasted for 97 hours.

rorists invaded the Israeli quar-

at the Olympic Village ear- 


ly Tuesday morning, kilted two 
members of the Israeli Olympic 
squad, took nine others hostage 
and threatened to kill them un- 
less Israel released 200 Arab 
guerrillas serving prison terms 
in Israel. 


The incident came to a 


bloody culmination late that 
night at a military airfield out- 
side Munich where the terrorits 
were allowed to take their cap- 
tives, ostensibly to be Down to 


the Middle East. 


But police sharpshooters had 


set an ambush and in the en- 
suing gunfight all ninf of the 
Israelis were killed along with 
a West German policeman and 
five of the terrorists. The other 
three Arabs were captured, but 
so far there has been no an- 
nouncement of charges being 
filed against them. 


The Egyptian 
government 


and the Libyan press accused 
the Bonn government of total 
responsibility for the killings. 
"The commandos and the Is- 
raeli hostages were killed in a 
German ambush, by German 
bullets and in a U.S. base in 
Germany," said the Egyptians.

Ask doctor about 
Hodgkin's disease 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—If a per- 


son had Hodgkin's disease, 
would the routine blood 
check a person gets before 
surgery show it, or does it 
take a special test to find it? 
What are the symptoms? I 
love to wear a low-neck 
dress in the summertime, 
but I don't since I saw the 
difference in the sides of my 
neck above the collarbone. 
It looks like one side of my 
throat and low cheek and 
under one side of my chin is 
thicker. A person once asked 
if I had a swollen jaw. My 
dentist X rayed my teeth 
and they were O.K. I men- 
tioned this thickness to my 
doctor. He did not examine 
me but said these things gen- 
erally don't amount to any- 
thing without further ex- 
planation. This still worries 
me. I am 75 pounds over- 
weight and 48 years old. 


Dear Reader—There is no 


way anyone can fell you 
whether or not you have 
Hodgkin's disease without 
at least starting with a 
physical examination. What 
one person assumes to be 
thickening or enlargement 
of an area may not be so 
impressive on examination 
or in other instances it might 
be striking. Just plain thick- 
ening of the skin may be 
something entirely different. 


It is true that Hodgkin's 
disease causes enlargement 
of the lymph nodes and par- 
ticularly those around the 
neck. If the enlargement is 
great, a person may look as 
if he's wearing a horse col- 
lar. These marked enlarge- 
ments are easy to spot and a 
doctor can have a pretty 
§ood idea what they are just 


y looking at the patient 
walk into the room. But 
these, of course, are the ob- 
vious cases. 


There are other causes for 
enlargements in the neck, 
including enlargement of the 
thyroid, 
which 
may not 
cause any other symptoms. 
Hodgkin's disease can cause 
enlargement of the neck or 
other lymph nodes without 
causing any pain or symp- 
toms. For example, if a 
large mass is pressing on 
the esophagus, the person 
may have some trouble 
swallowing. 


The blood tests that are 


usually done before surgery 
are of little help in diagnos- 
ing Hodgkin's disease. If 
the disease is suspected 
from physical examination, 
then the best course of ac- 
tion is to take some sections 
of the mass and have them 
examined under a micro- 
scope. This is usually con- 
sidered the only definite way 
to establish a diagnosis. 


I am always skeptical 


about what people tell me 
their doctor did or did not 
do or said or did not say. 
There are often errors in 
communication. The com- 
munication gap gets bigger 
when the doctor is in a hurry 
and the patient is flustered. 
. Why don't you go back to 


your doctor and tell him 
you're worried about Hodg- 
kin's disease and ask him 
to examine your neck. If you 
ask him specifically to do 
so and tell him what you are 
worried about, and if he still 
doesn't examine your neck, 
then you should find a doctor 
who will.
